The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a film that is stretched, but fails to disclose an article wrapped with a stretch film 
having a natural draw ratio of at least 250%, a tensile stress at the natural draw ratio of at least 22 
MPa, and a yield plateau having a linear portion with a slope of at least 0.020 MPa per % 
elongation interposed between the second yield point and the natural draw ratio, the film 
elongated to the yield plateau and less than the natural draw ratio, wherein one or more layers 
comprises a polyethylene copolymer with a Compositional Distribution Breadth Index of at least 
70%, melt index of 0.1 to 15 g/10 min and an Mw/Mn ratio of from 2.5 to 5.5.
